Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed 08/26/2009, with respect to Claims 1- 
1 1 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The objection to the Specification 
and Rejection of 102 & 103 has been withdrawn.

3. Claims 1-11, 13, 14, 22, 23, 25, 26, 34, & 35 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-11, 
13, 14, 22, 23, 25, 26, 34, & 35 are toward a heater coil that must be used for a gas 
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sensor that is only used in a catalytic combustion gas sensor, wherein among the 
limitations for the heater coil, the bead portion is constituted of an n-fold coil formed by 
winding a plain wire into a coil, the plain wire formed with an (n-1) fold coil that is wound 
into a coil, where n is an integer equal to or larger than two, and wherein the bead 
portion must be covered by a heat conductive layer such that the bead portion must be 
directly in contact with the heat conductive layer. 

5. The prior art of record does not disclose nor suggest this heater coil.
